A Christmas Sermon 
Luke 2:1-7 
“How far is it to Bethle- 
hem?” This question is the 
title and first line of a chil- 
dren’s Christmas poem written 
by Frances Chesterton, the 
wife of the famous English 
Poet and essayist, G. K. Ches- 


terton. For her young audience 


she then replies with an ans- 
wer that children would want 
to hear—‘‘not very far.’’ “How 
far is it to Bethlehem?” “Not 


very far.” However, one may | 


very well wonder about the 


accuracy of the answer, for | 


our world seems very far from 
Bethlehem. 


For a great part of the mod- | 
ern world, Bethlehem seems | 


very remote, insignificant, and 


It is easy to support and doc- 
ument this by a review of any 
week’s events, as reported by 
newspapers, news magazines, 
television, and radio. On the 
international scene there 
is diplomatic confusion and 
haggling; far - off conflicts 
which nevertheless make i 
demands upon en- 
tion and purses; international 
hypocrisy and black mail, and 
threats by diabolically clever 
men who are well suited to be 
the agents of the chief of: ad- 
versaries. Daily one is made 
aware of the communist con- 
spiracy fighting to subjugate 
the whole human race. There 
is also the threat of unbeliev- 
ably destructive nuclear war 
and global vandalism. Against 
this kind of foreboding and per- 
ilous background, one writer 
entitled his Christmas sermon, 
“‘Megaton or Manger?’ One 
Baptist editor, surveying such 
a scene with great anxiety, 
headlined his editorial, ‘Stop 
the World, I Want to Get Off.” 
In this kind of world Bethle- 
hem seems too far away to 
matter. 

The same editor in a Christ- 
mas editorial wrote: 

Throughout the world today 
there are countless multitudes 
who are disheartened and dis- 
illusioned by the terrible con- 
trast between the song of ang- 
els and the realities of the 
world in which we live. Why 
sing ‘Christmas carols” or’talk

QUESTION: A friend of mine 
has fallen in love with a fine 
Christian young man of her 
vis same faith.

Would a marriage to him be 
scripturally permissable: Or is 
an annulment the same as‘a 
divorce? 
SWER: It'is “easy to be 
technical about such cases and 
consider the legal aspect the 
important one., Actually the 
case you ‘present is not dealt 
with specifically in the Scrip- 
tures. So far as I know an- 
nulment was not practiced 
then. In a manner of speaking 
annulment is equivalent to di- 
vorce. 

The problem here is whether 
we have a God who would 
doom a man to single despair 
because he foolishly married 
a young girl without her par- 
ents consent, and this before 
he became a Christian. I can- 
not imagine even the most 
dogmatic literalist taking such 
a position. To attribute such a 
sentiment to the Bible should 
| be resented by: every true 
Christian. This would make our 
God to appear unreasonable, 
unjust, and beyond the respect 
of thinking people.
